RUSSIA INVADES POLAND 
BUT DECLARES NEUTRAL 


Sunday morning Russia invaded Po- 
land and by Monday night they had 
marched 136 miles into the country 
where they joined with the German 
forces. Russia claims that she is still 
neutral and that she is only protect- 
ing her interests in Poland, but her 
actions indicate otherwise, 

The Polish government fled to Ru- 
mania and thousands of Polish troops 
have crossed into that country where 
they were disarmed and placed under 
guard. Warsaw, capitol of Poland, ‘is 
still held by he Poles, but indications 
are that Poland has been practically 
conquered by the enemy, With the fall 
of Poland, Hitler is now attempting 
& peace proposal with France and 
Britain, but the Allies will have no 
peace until Hitler and Naziism is de- 
stroyed. 

The fight goes on at the German- 
French line and the Allies are grad- 
ually gaining a foot-hold in the Nazi 
territory. Just how long the Fren-': 
and British can hold ground, how ver 
is a matter that only time wi'’ solve. 
The western front is now being heavily 
fortified by German troops from the 
Polish frontier, and a major battle is 
expected shortly on the West front. 


A flock of sand hill cranes have been 
resting in the vicinity of Beveridge 
Lake east of Carbon, during the past 
week, and have been feeding in the 
swathed grain. Some reports of geese 
in the district have been prevalent, 
but this cannot be confirmed.

GOLD WATCH FOUND IN TURTLE 


This might be an old story—in the 
sense that it all happened some time 
ago—but it came to our attention only 
recently and we deemed it interesting 
enough to tell you, in spite of its age. 

Gold watches are often found in 
peculiar places, but finding one in the 
stomach of a turtle is apt to bring an 
unusual ending—even a lawsuit—as 
three Nova Scotians once discovered. 

Fishing in the Gaspereaux lake near 
Kentville on a bright summer day in 
1908, a coach driver caught a 41-inch 
turtle. Proud of the catch the coach- 
man took it home for a pet. Four 
months later, the little animal took 
very sick at the stomach, so he de- 
cided to get rid of it. He sold it to 
the proprietor of the station restaur- 
ant at Kentville for $2.75. 

A few months later the restaurant 
owner decided it would be a good spe- 
cimen to add to his mounted collection, 
so he sent it to a Halifax taxidermist 
to kill and mount, When the Halifax 
man opened up the snapper, he found, 
to his amazement, a glittering gold 
watch, almost as good as new, in its 
stomach, | 

At once all three men concerned 
claimed ownership; the taxidermist be- 
cause he made the discovery, the res- 
taurant proprietor because he owned 
the turtle, and the coachman because 
he found the turtle. 

The argument ended up in the cham. 
ber of Nova Scotia supreme court, but 
just which party won out in the trian- 
gular suit is not known, In 1931, how- 
ever, the watch had found its way 
back to the hands of the coachman, 
according to the records in the pro- 
vincial museum where the turtle, pla- 
carded with the Latin name “Chelydra 
Serpentina.” lies today among hund- 
reds of other mounted specimens, It 
was purchased by the provincial gov- 
ernment when the restaurant effects 
of the proprietor were put up for auc- 
tion sale.

The increased taxation in Carbon 
this year has been the topic on many 
occasions and some of our citizens 
have wondered just what was the rea- 
son and why mill rates were higher. 

In the first place it has been pointed 
out that new assessments on farm 
lands greatly reduced the value of the 
property, while the new assessment on 
Village property is about the same. 
The government Assessment Commis- 
sion rules on all rates and in order to 
collect sufficient taxes to operate the 
school a rate of 15 mills was set on 
farm lands and 20 mills on Village 
property, 

Below is a comparison of the 1938 
and 1939 assessments and taxes that 
were levied: 

School Assessment, 1938 

Village—lots $33355; Improvements, 
$276,700; Personal property $67,200; 
Total $377,255 at 12 mills $4,527.06 

Farms—Land, $338,759; Improvmt’s 
$29,250; Personal property $36,000; 
Total $404,009.50 at 10 mills $4,040.10 

Total taxes levied in 1938 $8,567.16 

School Assessment 1939 

Village, lots $31,940; Improvements, 
$220,653; Personal property $102,715; 
Total $355,308 — less exemptions of 
$17,113; 

Total $338,195 at 20 mills $6,763.90. 

Farms—Land $189,910; Improv’mts 
$16,680; Personal property $13,130; 
Total $219,720, at 15 mills $3,295.80. 
Total taxes levied in 1939, $10,059.70. 

The total assessment for 1939 is 
$223,349.50 less than it was in 1938 
and in order to raise sufficient funds to 
operate the school the Board was 
forced to raise the mill rates,

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HINTS ON FISH COOKERY 


If you have never done much fish 
buying or cooking you will need a few 
pointers to enable you to get the best 
for your money. For those who are 
old hands at this department of house- 
hold management, a brief review of 
the points to remember when purchas- 
ing and preparing fish will not come 
amiss, 

The housewife is wise to find out 
what varieties of fish her locality of- 
fers when purchasing fresh fish and 
the season when it is abundant and 
moderately priced, 

In selecting fresh fish, look for 
smooth, moist skin, firm flesh, fresh 
odour, full bright eyes and gills, and 
firm fins and tail, 

One pound of fish fillets usually 
serves three persons but when buying 
whole fish with head and tail, count 
on about half a pound for each por- 
tion, Keep the fish in a tightly cov- 
ered pail on ice or in a cold refrigera- 
tor, If it cannot be kept cold, cook at 
once and reheat later, 

Fish has a high nutrititive value and 
is easily digested, There is little waste 
in preparing it and takes only a few 
minutes to cook which added up, make 
fresh fish a delicious as well as eco- 
nomical dish, 


Former King Will Serve REPORT ON SUMMER WORK 


OF CROP TESTING PLAN 


The prairie wheat crop shows a de- 
cided improvement in trueness to var- 
iety as compared with last year, This 
is the story revealed by the analysis 
of some 24 thousand farmers’ wheat 
samples made this summer by the 
Crop Testing Plan. 

The samples were collected by ele- 
vator agents at 1,650 points in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
were tested in groups at 101 points 
throughout the West. The analysis of 
these samples, each one of which rep- 
resents a farmer’s field of wheat, re- 
veals that this year not less than 38 
per cent classified as A’s, which means 
that 38 per cent of the wheat crops 
are true to variety to a very high 
standard of excellence, and consist, 
moreover, of a recommended variety 
of good milling and baking value, The 
average of A’s for the previous eight 


‘years has been only 26 per cent. 


The investigation reveals, however, 
that there is still room for improve- 
ment, for no less than 40 per cent of 
the farmers are losing money by pro- 
ducing crops giving lower yields and 
lower grades than needs be, simply 
because these farmers are using either 
unsuitable or oldfashioned poor qual- 
ity varieties, or else mixtures of early 
and late varieties in the same field, 
these mixtures, naturally, making it 
impossible for the farmer to harvest 
his crop to the best advantage. Good, 
therefore, as the quality of Canadian 
wheat may now be on world markets, 
there is certainly a definite oppor- 
tunity for further improvement as the 
undesirable varieties and mixtures be- 
come eliminated from Western wheat 
crops. 

Last year’s results showed that 9,180 
farmers were found to have poor qua- 
lity money-losing crops, which were 
classified as either C’s or Mixtures. 
The records of the 1,665 elevator 
agents who do the work of The Crop 
Testing Plan reveal, however, that the 
agents were able to persuade not less 
than 5,610 of those who last year had 
C’s and Mixtures, to purchase better 
seed and to sow this superior stock in 
small fields on the farms. This coming 
year, therefore, these farmers will 
have sufficient good seed to sow all 
their fields. It is expected then, that 
next year The Crop Testing Plan’s 
analysis will show even greater im- 
provement than has_ been . recorded 
this year.

War Budget Provides for 
$100,000,000 New Taxes 


Six crowded days of wartime legis- 
lation brought the special session of 
Parliament to a close last Wednesday 
afternoon, Parliament will re-assemblo 
next January, it is expected. A general 
election will not be held before the 
summer of 1940. Parliament voted 
$100,000,000 for war prosecution, ad- 
opted a wartime Budget, authorized 
the creation of a new Ministry of 
Munitions and Supply, and a new 


Voluntary Service Registration Bureau 
passed a bill incorporating the Cana- 
dian Patriotic Fund, 

A Budget based on the — principle 
that the cost of the war will be borne 
by taxation so far as practicable was 
tabled in the House, 

Inflation of bank credit and of prices 
was rejected as an inadequate means 
of financing the war, The desirability 
of paying for all the costs of the war 


as we went along was stressed by the 
Minister who, however, pointed out 
the psychological impossibility of at- 


tempting such heavy taxation without 
seriously depressing business activity.

flU. It is dried and inhaled, Dr.

One inhalation, lasting 15 minutes, 
and using about a thimblefull of the | 
powder was tried on a big scale this’ 
year in Russia, during a real 
break. 

The snuff not only mostly prevent-! 
but helped to cure it. Snuff 
was given to 650 men exposed to 
flu. Only four of these caught it. 
But alongside them were 1,700 men

also exposed, but with no _ snuff. 
Among these there were 149 cases 
| of influenza. 


The snuff furthermore appeared to| 
prevent pneumonia, the complication 
‘which caused almost countless deaths 
in the Great War flu outbreak of

HEALTH BEHAVIOUR IN SCHOOL 


In Ontario's new program for 
elementary schools, health has been 
given a foremost place. Hon. Dr. L. 
J. Simpson, Minister of Education for 
Ontario in the last issue of ‘‘Health” 
pointed out that in the new program 
the goal of health education will be 
health behaviour — “Not what the 
child knows about health but what he 
does about it.” 

In the past, health has been merely 
a subject for pupils to study so as to 
be able to Answer questions. Often 
a pupil would pass a test with flying 
colors but there would be no im- 
provement in his or her health. The 
new plan is to inspire pupils to do 
something about their own health. 

There will be regular checking of 
health habits to see that knowledge 
and practice go hand in hand, along 
with a carefully planned course of 
exercises in physical training. The 
new program also implies daily, as 
well as annual] or semi-annual exami- 
nation of pupils individually. By this 
means, diseases in their early stages 
will be detected, as well as defici- 
encies in height, weight, hearing and 
sight. 

In making provision for greater 
attention to health, Ontario’s educa- 
tional authorities have revised values 
placed on different studies. For ex- 
ample, arithmetic has long been given 
first place; now it will be in a pos- 


sible fifth place of importance. “It 
has been all too common” says the 
Minister of Education “to find the 


fresh morning hours and at least 30 
per cent. of the day’s working hours, 
as well as the bulk of home work, 
devoted to this study.”

Moscow. “Liquidation” of six

Sawdust As Fuel 


Vancouver Is Now Using Waste By- 
Product Of Lumber Mills 

“No, we don't want any sawdust 
to-day,” defended the Vancouver 
householder to the salesman at the 
door. 

“But,” persisted the solicitor, “now 
is the time to buy your dust. We 
sell goo! Fir sawdust for three-fifty 
per unit. It will cost you a lot more 
when winter comes.” 

Sawdust for the furnace; sawdust 
for the kitchen range; sawdust for 
the water heater. That is the fuel 
language of Vancouver to-day, writes 
W. H. Colclough in the Stratford 
Beacon-Herald. A city which is built 
on the top of a coal mine burns saw- 
dust at a profit. 

Fifteen years ago an occasional 
man with an extremely odd disposi- 
tion advocated that the proper 
method of heating a house at the 
Coast was by burning sawdust—this 
wasted by-product of the great mills. 
All one had to do to establish the 
fact that a great waste was gving 
on day by day was to visit the mill 
burners, where thousands of tons of 
sawdust, broken pieces of lumber,

:| lost by wheat growers south of the 


main line of the C.P.R. during the 
1999-30 wheat slump. That year some 
$75,000,000 should have been received 


#| by wheat growers for the 1929 crop. 


But lots of them lost their whole crop 
return gambling in the market. Some 
lost part of the returns from the big 
1928 crop. Some woundup with mort- 
gages on their farms. Lots of them 
had left machinery asd other bills un- 
paid to take a crack at the wheat mar- 
ket, They were sure wheat, which in 
the fall of 1929, was worth around 
$1.30 at shipping point, was going to 
$2. It didn’t. It headed for 20 cents, 
which it reached early in 1933, 

South Alberta never got over the 
walloping it took at that time. All the 
cushion which the big crops of 1926, 
1927, 1928 and 1929 should have pro- 
vided for agriculture had been wiped 
out before the real depression set in. 
The result was that lots of farmers 
soured on governments and even on 
their friends, 

Let’s not let that happen again, Stay 
out of the speculative wheat market. 
Put some grain away in the bin to 
uy needs 
next season, Pay your bills. Don’t go 
crazy buying land on speculation as 
we did in 1916-18, Let’s keep our 
heads, There are likely to be dark days 
ahead.”
